the operator of the automobile intend- 
ing to turn and enter said George 
street; a man named Thomas Mullen, 
56 years of age, residing in said Lowell 
was crossing said George street upon 
or near to said crossing, walking in a 
westerly direction, the 
said Mullen 


saw said automobile when it. was turn- 
ing into said George st., lurched for- 
ward, then went back a few steps and 
when the automobile was ov^r the'cros- 
sing or was within a few feet northerly 
of it, he seized the mudguard in front 
of the automobile, then dropped his 
hold upon it and fell upon the prround. 
The automobile ran over him, the for- 
ward wheel passing; over him. stopping- 
a few feet from the place where said 
Mullen 
fell 
in 
the 
street, 
a 
few 


feet 
easterly 
from 
the 
Shedd 


building, occupied by C. F. Hatch & 
Co., on the northerly side of said 
Church street and the westerly side 
of said George street. 
When said 


Mullen fell in the street, the automo- 
bile ran over him. The leg of said 
Mul 1ftn was drawn up in such a way 
that it was ne.r.ftssary to movp the au- 
tomobile to get him from under it. 


"He was very much under the in flu-

ence of intoxicating liquor, as appeared 
from his speech and the odor from 
him. 
He was removed to St. John's 


hospital. 
When brought there he was 


so intoxicated that ho was sent to the 
police station from which he was re- 
leased the next morning. 


"On the 25th of July he was sent 


again-to the hospital for treatment for 
his injuries, where he died on the 26ih 
of July. 


"An autopsy was held upon the body 


from which it appeared that he had 
sustained a fracture of the base of 
the skull, which induced a cerebral 
hemorrhage, that caused his death. 


"When said automobile was being 


operated in said Church street just 
before the accident, it was being run 
a.t a reasonable rate of speed. 
The 


horn of rhe automobile was sounded 
as a warning to said Mullen when he 
was upon said George street, just be- 
fore the accident. 


"The occupants of the automobile a( 


the* time were the owner, said A. H. 
Nickles and his friend. May Hunton: 
she was steering the automobile and 
lie was regulating 
its 
speed. 
She 


worked the steering-wheel with her 
hands, and he had his foot on the 
brake. 
She was a novice in the oper- 


ation of automobiles, having had but 
little experience in the operation, of 
the same. ^ 


"I find that the joint operation of the 


automobile as aforesaid was not the 
direct and immediate cause of the ac- 
cident in this instance, but. I strongly 
condemn the use of the public streets 
of the city and of other public ways 
therein, as a training grounds for in- 
struction in the operation of automo- 
biles. 


"The turning of the automobile into 


said George street to the left, as it 
was running, instead of to the right, 
is open to the explanation that the 
action of said Mullen just before the 
automobile hit him may have caused 
the operators of the automobile to 
turn it to the left instead of to the 
right, to avoid running into him. 


"I find that there was negligence in 


the operation of the automobile on 
said Church street, in the particular 
at'orestated. hut I am not satisfied that 
the negligence was of such a degree 
and of such a nature as to make the 
owner of said 
automobile, 
said A. 


H. Xickles, or the operator of the au- 
tomobile, said May Hunton, criminally 
responsible for the death of said Thom- 
as Mullen. 


"I find that on Tuesday, the 23rd day

breaks that Lowell has experienced in 
some time was discovered last even- 
ing in what is known as the Tilden 
street 
extension, 
running 
easterly 


from Merrimack street. 
The break 


occurred at a ttoint between a re- 
cently constructed weave room of the 
Tremont 
<5t Suffolk mills and 
No. 3 


freight house of the Merrimack Mfg. 
Co.In this particular vicinity the sewer 
runs under H railroad track used hy 
the Merrimack Co. to carry its coal 
to Its coal pocket. 
There 1s more 


or less heavy traffic over It at all 
times and this, coupled with the fact 
that the sewer was huilt in 1S4D and 
is therefore 60 years old, was 
un- 


doubtedly what led to the break last 
evening. 
The sewer is ot the 24 by 26 va- 


riety and takes care of all the terri- 
tory from Tilden street, down Herri- 
mack and Moody as far as Wor- 
then street. 


It runs along very closely to the 


freight house of the Merrimack Co. 
and on the other side are 
several 


hundred tons of soft coal which have 
been 
dumped in the yard prepara- 


tory to being put into the company's 
coal pocket. 
This means that there 


is practically no room in which to 
work on the sewer brenk and Com- 
missioner Morse stated this morning 
that it was one 
of 
the 
toughest 


breaks 
that 
he had 
ever 
experi- 


enced. 


Unless an outlet can he found for 


surplus water caused hy the break, 
there is a possibility that 
all 
the 


property on the streets through which 
the sewer runs will be blocked up and 
this is considered the most serious 
phase of the situation in view of the 
oresent health conditions. 
Tho au- 


thorities are confident, however, that 
there is a manhole beyond the break 
and if this is true, the surplus wa - 
ter can he drawn off until the break 
is repaired. 
There is no chance of 


numpim" water from the break be- 
eause there is no place to put it. 


Unless the break can be repaired ill 


a comparatively short time, there is a 
possibility that the Merrimack mills 
may be seriously handicapped because 
of its inability to Bet its coal to the 
cnal pockets. 
There is plenty of coal 


in Its yard at present, but on ac- 
count of the break it will be im- 
possible to haul it by freight cars 
and as far as is known there is no 
other way of transferring it to the 
pocket.

Today was a particularly unfortun- 


ate day for those prone to the disease 
because the weather was of the per- 
sistently damp, drizzly nature in which 
nfluenza finds fertile soil for propaga- 
tion. 


The public schools were closed all 


lay. 
At 7:30 this morning, the official 


lour for sounding the no-school signal, 
there was a slight drizzle which under 
ordinary circumstances would not war- 
•ant closing the schools, but owing 
to the prevalence of the disease ic was 
thought best to suspend sess'uns aJl 
day. 


U conditions continue as they are. 
ingf at present, there is little doubt 


but what the Lowell schools will have 
to close until all danger of the epi- 
demic is over. 
There is no heat in 


the school buildings and Supt. Hugh J. 
Molloy stated a week ago that there 
was little likelihood of there being- any 
before OCL. 1. However, the disease had. 
not become epidemic at that tirne. 


Local doctors arc ot the opinion that 


there will soon be a request by the 
health authorities that the schools bo 
closed so that the disease may be 
warded off as much as possible. 
In 


many of the surrounding cities where 
conditions are no more serious than 
here, the schools have been ordered 
closed as a precautionary measure. 


A local doctor expressed the opinion - 


today that there were at least SOO 
cases of influenza in Lowell although 
(hat. many have not been reported.

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UNION LABOR, BEWARE! 


i From the first, the scientific theory 
of the purpose and function of a labor 
union has been that, by strength and 
power resulting when a guild oi work- 
ers elect oiticcrs, consider rjuestions 
affecting the common good and select 
capable spokesmen, they can treat with 
an employer in an efficient and busi- 
-Bc-ss-Uke manner. 


At This time, however, lamentable a^ 


at is to have to record it, it is true 
that in an insidious and canning man- 
ner, a wicked and destructive propa- 
ganda of socialism lias crept into 
many unions and, 
having 
wriffRled 


past the closely guarded door, has 


. proceeded to make the most of tho 


opportunity 
to 
spread 
discontent, 


viclousness and its sabotage, among 
organized workers. 


Are we wrong when we conceive oi 


a labor union as being a business in- 
strument of the worker, an instrument 
"by means of which the worker carries 
on necessary negotiations with the 
employer: Labor and its employer are 
partners, aren't they'.' Was it ever in- 
tended that one partner, (labor) should 
harass, torment, hinder and ruin the 
other partner, the employer? 


Socialism's insidious propaganda as 


now conducted and in the place given 
it by some labor unions, would have 
it so. 


What is there in common between 


unionism and socialism? Is socialism 
anything more than a wild, illogical 
dream whose theory is, that if you 
teach pottery, you must first destroy 
all the• vases?. Has socialism got any- 
where? Has the worker been put for- 
ward to his material benefit, by any- 
thing that socialism has done 
for 


him? 


No. 
The worker has gained what 


he has gained, by reasonable, insistent, 
collective 
bargaining with the em-

"tVe have now the most 


extreme among socialists who 
have 


wormed themselves into some of the 
labor unions.

brothers of the 1/W.W. bunch and of 
the anarchists. 


The 'time when the socialists tried 


their hardest to gain control o£ the 
American Federation of Labor, is not 
so far off that its details cannot be 
recalled. The first step was to try to 
railroad the staunch and sturdy Sam- 
uel Gompers out of office. If socialism 
could do that, it planned to load the 
executive board of the Federation with 
its own socialist-dipped adherents.

trasted, that the same differences ex- 
ist now just as much as they have 
always existed. 


Unionism acknowledges its willing- 


ness to abide peacefully by the law of 
the land, made for all the citizens of 
the land. Socialism says, "I recognize 
no law but the law I create out of the 
fulsomeness of my faultless knowl- 
edge." Unionism is patriotic. 
Social- 


ism is not and what is more, it has 
taken advantage of the present war 
to soak 
the 
government regardless 


of the effect on our soldiers at the 
front. 


Unionism acknowledges that God is 


the supreme authority of all the world 
and that some ot" the best tenets of 
unionism are borrowed from the teach 
Jngs of Christ. Socialism acknowledges 
neither God nor religion. 


Unionism believes in the institution 


of marriage and the spiritual, econom- 
ic and community value, of the fam- 
ily. Socialism does not admit the sa- 
credness or value of marriage and in 
Europe, if not in America, has held 
that women should be held as common 
property. 


Unionism is not atheistic because it 


says it is indebted to religion. Social 
ism is absolutely atheistic. It asserts 
it is the beginning and the end of 
everything. 


Socialism has been tried and found 


wanting in Russia. 
Russia v:ill re- 


cover from Us gagging dose of social- 
ism. The Bolshftviki promised the la- 
bor unions of the world that in Kussi.i 
it would evolve labor's long dreamed 
of paradf.se. 
We know now what 


socialism did for Russia. 
It had its

DEFEAT 
PLAN C 


The form c,l city charter known as 


Plan C will come before the voters 


of ihis city at the state eloction in 
November for adoption or rejection. 


It is necessary to have our citizens 


fully informed as to the possible re- 
sult of the adoption of Plan C. and 
to be 
fully 
aware of the 
conse- 


quences. 
They should 
go 
to 
the 


polls to assist by their votes in de- 
feating the conspiracy by which this 
plan of charter has'been placed upon 
the ballot. 


What are the features of Plan C? 


First oi all, it has but five members, 
and in this it is no better than the 
present charter. 
It would still be 


ithin the power of three members to 


decide upon the most vital interests 
of the city, which is wrong and dan- 
gerous especially where the members 
may be men whose judgment on pub- 
lic questions is wholly unreliable and 
whose honesty in certain eases might 
be also in doubt. 
The mayor has 


vote in the council as at present; 


but has no veto power over the ac- 
tion of the majority. 
His salary may 


be fixed at the neat-sum of $5000 and 
Lhat of" the other commissioners 
at 


$1000 each. 
Under the present char- 


ter the salaries of the mayor and 
commissioners combined 
amount 
.to 


513,000, whereas under Plan C the total 


•ould be 521,000, only an increase of 


5SOOO. 
This would have to be paid 


to a.set of men who would in no re- 
spect bb superior to those we have 
chosen under the present charter. 
It 


is one of the glaring defects of the 
present charter that the scramble for 
the offices on account of the salary, 
prevents the most desirable men from 
offering themselves as candidates for 
the council. 


If the salary were increased to the 


figures provided for in Plan C, the 
fight would be more exciting still, and 
the members elected would more than 
ever use their. membership 
in the 


council to build up political machines 
to hold them in office. 
Thus would 


one of the worst features of 
the 


present charter be made much more 
unendurable than at present to the 
great detriment of the city at large. 


Each commissioner under Plan C 


has power to appoint the heads of 
the departments o'f which 
he 
has 


charge and has also the power to re- 
move his appointees for cause stated 
in the order of removal. 
The only 


check upon his power of appointment 
and removal in such cases is the pro- 
vision for confirmation by the coun- 
cil in both cases. 


It should be remembered by our 


citizens that Plan.C was put upon the 
ballot through the efforts of habitues 
of city hall, not with the intention 
of having it adopted, but to prevent 
Plan B from being submitted to the 
voters. 


Plan C is therefore in this case only 


a form of camouflage to deceive the 
voters. 
The city of Lowell is not 


ready to pay its mayor $5000 and 
each of the commissioners $4000. The 
proper course is to defeat Plan C and 
have Plan B put upon the ballot for 
next year. 
The latter provides for 


a council of 
fifteen with a mayor 


vested with a veto power over the 
acts of the council. 
The salary of 


the members is not to exceed ?500. 


With this nominal salary it would 


no longer be impossible to get good 
capable men to serve in the council 
as the salary would no longer be the 
chief object in the election. 
Alen 


who have a real interest in the city 
would become candidates from patri- 
otic motives or for the honor of serv- 
ing the city; but under the present 
conditions no such motive enters into 
the scramble for the offices. 


For these and other reasons too 


numerous to mention, it is imperative 
to defeat Plan C although some of 
those who were instrumental in plac- 
ing it there with an ulterior motive, 
would now like to see it adopted be- 
cause it permits a very substantial 
increase of salary without additional 
labor.

There has 
seemed to be no good reason why any 
of us common voters should lose sleep 
over whether Bill Jones or Will Jones 
should win the office he was cam- 
paigning for.

ment seems to be in excellent admin- 
istrative hands and if the Massachu- 
setts state government could have a 
more. .Teffersonian atmosphere, there is 
no doubt but that it would be for the 
interest of the wage earners. 


For the most part the candidates 


for .state olllccs in Massachusetts size 
up favorably with the average. Thore 
were one or two 
professional ofltc.o 


seekers living in Iloslon, ambitious to 
get a berth at Washington, whom 
many voters Inwardly hoped would bo 


ditched today, but it 
will 
not bo 


known until" a later hour than this, 
whether they have been 
ditched or 


were fortunate enough to have the 
voters place a ticket :a their hands 
g-iving them the privilege of riding on 
the Federal express. 


The truth of the. matter is, that at- 


u-r,clhig to this business of i'.uuing 
the kibosh on the yellow streaked 
Hun by hurrying man power overseas, 
and keeping him -provided with ade- 
quate food, clothing and ammunition 
by our efforts on this 
side, 
over- 


shadows 
all—overshadows 
the 
mo- 


mentary ambiTion of any and all oiiii-e 
holders' attempts to gain such fleeting 
glory as holding office affords.

The time of day at which mental ac- 


tivity is greatest does not correspond 
absolutely to the time of physical 
freshness. In the management of fac- 
tory labor, it is found that the nearer 
the close of the day, 
and 
hence th2 


greater the amount of physical fatigue, 
the poorer will be the quality of work 
done and the greater the percentage of 
accidents, indicating decline of physi- 
cal powers through progress of tho 
work. 
In the cnsp. of mental 
action, 


the process is for a 
time quite 
re- 


versed. As the mental work proceeds 
the quality of the work often improves. 


Contrary to many preconceived opin- 


ions, tests have shown that the best 
mental labor is performed in th'e latter 
part of the day. 


Some oC these tests, however, may be 


affected by conditions of temperature, 
food 
taking, or 
other 
factors that 


would alter the mental potential. 


The 
time 
of day at which great 


thinkers have dons their work seems 
to vary widely; so that no general laws 
can be laid, down. 
Common opinion is 


that the early 
morning 
is the. best 


working period, hut here again we may 
have other factors of mental efficiency 
such as coolness, an empty digestive 
tract or freedom from intrusion. 


The individual student should follow 


no ironclad rules 
but 
should 
mal-:e 


careful tests to determine, under the 
circumstances of his own labor, the

"\Ve had to deal with an enemy who 


had prepared everything minutely, but 
we were forewarned. I did not have a 
njonn-nt's uneasiness.

where 1 wanted him, my

opened a concentric fire. \v~hat butch- 
ery!

The next day 1 viewed the bat- 
ilenold. 1 fought on the terrible Carso

whole, the duke said: 


"What the allied troops are

agair.st the German army fills me with 
admiration and wonder. 1 freely ad- 
mit that I never believed this vast of- 
fensive would be possible before next 
spring. That It could be launched this 
year, is a marvel and also is 
proof 


that for .Marshal Koch the problem of 
reserves has cuased to be a care. 


"Reserves! The whole question lies 


there, li one is certain of being able 
to reinforce and relieve the troops 
en- 


gaged while the action is proceeding, 
one can boldly embark on no matter 
what operation. 


•"Bin now that we have the 
upper 


hand there must be. no stopping. We 
mast bent them completely. We owe 
it to ourselves. 
On our front, 
also, 


the enemy has revealed himself to be 
inspired by savage barbarity. The air 
attacks on our open towns, the slavery 
Imposed upon the population of the in- 
vaded territory and a 
hundred other 


revelations of his infamy, have awak- 
ened in all Italian hearts the ancestral 
hate for the oppressor of our race. For 
my part. 1 cannot imagine a peace giv- 
ing the Germans and the Austrians the 
right to come peacefully to trade and 
travel in our country. 


"But let us leave politics. 
I am a 


soldier, and that is all I want to be 
a coldier like the youngest of them 
here. Those around me know that, and 
1 think they return it in devotion and 
affection. Go and see" them.

rapidly assuming the proportions of an 
epidemic. 
This-morning 1GS new cases 


had been reported at the office of the 
board of health up to noon, making a 
total of 2-il to date. 
One more death 


was reported today in which influenza 
was assigned as a contributory factor. 


Today was a particularly unfortun- 


ate day for those prone to the dlseasa 
because the weather was of the per- 
sistently damp, drizzly nature in which 
influenza ftnds fertile soil for propaga- 
tion. 


The public schools were closed all 


day. 
At 7:30 this morning-, the official 


hour for sounding the no-school signal, 
there was a slight drizzle which under 
ordinary circumstances would not war- 
rant closing the schools, 'but owing 
to the prevalence of the disease it was 
thought best to suspend sessions all 
day. 


If conditions continue as they are 


rroing at present, there is little doubt 
but what the Lowell schools will have 
to close until all danger of the 
epi- 


demic is over. 
There' Is no heat in 


the school buildings and Supt. Hugh J. 
Molloy aialed a week ago that there 
was little likelihood of there being any 
before Oct. 1.

From ihe first, the scientific theory 


of the purpose'and lunciion of a labor 
union has been that, by strength and 
power resulting when a suild of work- 
ers elect officers, consider questions 
affecting1 tho common yuou ft»d fcwtect 
capable spokesmen, they can treat with 
an employer in an eilicieni and busi- 
ness-like manner. 


At this time, however, lamentable as 


it is to have to record it. it is irue 
that in an insidious and cunning man- 
ner, a wicked and destructive propa- 
ganda of socialism has crept into 
many unions and, having 
wriggled 


past the closely guarded door, has 
proceeded to make the most or the 
opportunity 
to 
spread 
discontent, 


viciousness nnd its sabotage, among, 
organized workers. 
I 


Are we wrong when we conceive of j 


a labor union as being a business in- j 
strument of the worker, an instrument, 
by means oi which ihe worker carries | 
on necessary negotiations with the i 
employer? Labor and its employer are 
partners, aren't they? 
VVas it ever in- 


Tended thai one partner, (labor) should 
harass, torment, hinder and ruin the 
other partner, the employer? 


Socialism's insidious propaganda as 


now conducted and in the place given 
it by some labor unions, would have 
it so. 


What 13 there in common between 


unionism and socialism? Is socialism 
anything more than a wild, illogical 
dream whose theory is, that if you 
teach pottery, you must first destroy 
all the vases? Has socialism got any- 
where? Has the worker been put for- 
ward to liis material benefit, by any- 
thing that socialism has done 
for 


him? 


No. 
The worker has gained what 


he has gained, by reasonable, insistent, 
collective 
bargaining with the em- 


ployer. 
The socialist lias told 
the 


worker, "Seize tho factory- 
Destroy 


, it if necessary; do anything to make 


it yours." 
"We have now the most 


.extreme among socialists who 
have 


•wormed themselves into some of the 
labor unions. We might as well be 
blunt enough to assert, that la all in- 
tents 
and 
purposes, they are blood 


brothers of the I.\V.W. bunch and of 
the anarchists. 


The time when the socialists tried 


their hardest to gain control of the 
American Federation of Labor, is not 
so far off that its details cannot be 
recalled. The. first step was to try to 
railroad the staunch and sturdy Sam- 
uel Gompers out of office. 
If socialism 


could do that, it planned to load the 
executive board of the Federation with 
its own socialist-dipped adherents. At 
a trying time it was to the credit of 
.Gompers that he went on the floor of 
a great labor convention and said he 
had nothing in common with socialism. 
He showed the' workers that the aims 
of socialism and of unionism did not 
run in parallel grooyes. He was re- 
elected and has filled the office, ever 
since. His stand taken then and his 
ideas on socialism 
were 
acceptable 


enough for union labor to follow to 
this day. 


Socialism has constantly 
preachec 


that demands should be made upon 
the employer which, if a cool headec 
and experienced labor union executive 
had had the privilege of analyzing the 
demands, it. would have been made 
known and certified that the wage 
demands were beyond the resources 
of the industry concerned. 


Labor unionists should not forget 


when unionism and socialism are con- 
trasted, that the same differences ex- 
ist now just as much as they have 
always existed. 


Unionism acknowledges its willing- 


ness to abide peacefully by the law of 
the land, made for all the citizens of 
the land. Socialism says, "I recognize 
no law but the law I create out of tlr 
iulsomene.ss of my faultless knowl 
edge."- Unionism is patriotic. Social- 
ism is not and what is more, it has 
taken advantage of the present wai 
to soak 
the 
government regardless 


of the effect on our soldiers at the 
front. 


Unionism acknowledges that God i 


the supreme authority of all the worl< 
and that some of the best tenets o 
unionism are borrowed from the teach 
ings of Christ. Socialism acknowledge, 
neither God nor religion. 


Unionism believes in the institution 


of marriage and the spiritual, econom 
ic and community value, of the fam- 
ily. Sucialism (lues not admit the sa 
credncss or value of marriage and in 
Europe, if not in America, has hole 
that women should be held as common 
property. 


Unionism is not atheistic because i 


says it is indebted to religion. Social- 
ism is absolutely atheistic. It nyserti, 
it is til- beginning and tho end o. 
everything. 


Socialism has been tried and found 


wanting in Russia. 
Russia will re- 


cover from its gagging dose of social- 
Ism. Tho Rol.shtviki promised the la- 
bor unions of iht world that in Kussia 
it would evolve labor's long dreamed 
of paradise. 
"We know now what 


socialism did for Russia. 
It--had its 


greatest 
chance but it ran 
true- to 


form and worked its greatest (jur.se. 
Perhaps it was the best thing that 
could have happened for the entire 
labor world.

Unionism needs to examine 
itself 


with care and thoroughness.

DEFEAT PLAN C 


The form of city charter known as 


Jlan C will come before the voters 


n" this city at the state election in 
November for adoption or rejection. 


It is necessary to have our citizens 
ully informed as to the possible re- 
ult of the adoption of Plan C. and 
o he 
fully 
aware 
of the 
consc- 


iences. 
They should 
go to 
tho 


.oils to assist by their votes in de- 
eaiing the conspiracy by which this 
•Ian of charter has been placed upon 
,ae ballot. 
What are the features of Plan C? 


"irsi of all, it has hut five members, 
nd in this it is no better than the 
resent charter. 
It would still be 


ithin the power of three members to 
ecide upon the most vital interests 
f the city, which is wrong and dan- 
erous especially where the members 
nay bo men whose judgment on pub- 
c questions is wholly unreliable and 
•hose honesty in certain cases might 
e also in doubt. 
The mayor has 


vote in the council as at present; 


ut has no veto power over the ac- 
ion of the majority. 
His salary may 


fixed at the neat sum of $5000 and 


hat of the othar commissioners at 
4000 each. 
Under the present char- 


er the salaries of the mayor and 
:ommissioners combined 
amount 
to 


13,000, whereas under Plan C the total 
vould be $21,000, only an increase of 
SOOO. 
This would have to be paid 


o a set of men who would in no re- 
ipect be superior to those we have 
hosen under the present charter. 
It 


one of the glaring defects of the 


present charter that the scramble for 
the offices on account of the salary, 
irevents the most desirable men from 
'Bering themselves as candidates for 
he council. 


If the salary were increased to the 


figures provided for in Plan C, the 
fight would be more exciting still, and 
he members elected would more than 
;ver use their membership in tho 
ouncil to build up political machines 
o hold them in office. 
Thus would 


one of tho worst features 
of the 


present charter be made much more 
unendurable than at present to the 
great detriment of tho city at large. 


Each commissioner under Plan C 


has power to appoint the heads of 
the departments of 
which 
he 
has 


charge and has also the power to re- 
move his appointees for cause stated 


the order of removal. 
The only 


check upon his power of appointment 
and removal in such cases "1s the pro- 
vision for confirmation by the coun- 
cil in both cases. 


It should be remembered by our 


citizens that Plan C was put upon the 
ballot through the efforts of habitues 
of city hall, not with the intention 
of having it adopted, but to prevent 
Plan B from being submitted to the 
voters. 


Plan C is therefore in this case only 


a .form of camouflage to deceive the 
voters. 
The city of Lowell is not 


ready to pay its mayor 
55000 and 


each of the commissioners $4000. The 
proper course is to defeat Plan C anc 
have Plan B put upon the ballot for 
next year. 
The latter provides for

In the management of fac- 


tory labor, it is found that the nearer 
the close of the day, and 
hence tha 


greater the amount of physical fatigue, 
the poorer will be the quality of work 
done and the greater the percentage of 
accidents, indicating decline ot physi- 
cal powers through progress of the 
work. 
In the case of mental 
action, 


the process is 
for a 
time 
quite 
'-e- 


versed. As the mental work proceeds 
the quality of the work often improves. 
- Contrary to many preconceived opin- 
ions, tests have shown that the best 
mental labor is performed in the latter 
part of the clay. 


Some of these tests, however, may be 


affected by conditions of temperature, 
food 
taking, 
or 
other 
factors thai 


would alter the mental potential. 


The 
time 
of day at which

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STORY OF PIAVE; 


Duk"e" of Aosta Tells How 


Enemy Was Butchered by 


Italians on River Bank 


Says Allies Sure of Victory 


Now That Enormous Re- 


serves Are Assured 


PARIS. Sept. '2i.—How the Austrian 


offensive alone the Piave river 
was 


stonped, was described today by the 
Duke of Aosta. commander or" ihe third 
Jtalian army, which was located south 
of ihe Monieilo plateau, during 
the 


fighting:, in an iuu lrvifw with the for- 
eign editor of the .Matin. He said: 


"We had to do-ill with an enemy who 


had prepared everything mmutely^but 
we were fort-warned. 1 did not have a 
nionu*ni's uneasiness. 


"1 let him advance across the Piave 


along certain fronis as far as Mouus- 
terio and ihen when 
he 
was 
just 


where I wanted 
him. my 
batteries 


opened a concentric lire. What butch- 
ery! 
The Austrians will long remem- 


ber it. The next day I viewed the bat- 
tfefiojd. 1 fought on the terrible Oarso 
plateau, but my 
eyes 
never 
before, 


crazed on such a spectacle." 


Discussing ihe war situation as a 


whole, the duke said: 


"What the allied troop? are 
doing 


against the German army tills me with 
admiration and wonder. 1 freely ad- 
mit that 1 never believed this vast of- 
fensive would be possible before next 
spring. Thai it could be launched this 
year, is a marvel and also i.s proof 
that for Marshal Foch the problem of 
reserves has ceased to be a care. 


"ReservesI The whole question lies 


there. If one is certain of being-able 
10 reinforce, and relieve the troops 
en- 


gaged while the action is proceeding, 
one can boldly embark on no matter 
what operation. 


"But now that we have the 
upper 


hand there must be no stopping-. We 
mjsr beat them completely. We owe 
it to ourselves. 
On our front, 
also, 


the onemy has revealed himself to be 
inspired by savage barbarity. The air 
attacks.on our open towns, the slavery 
imposed upon.the population of the in- 
vaded territory and a hundred other 
revelations of his infamy, have awak- 
ened in all Italian hearts the ancestral 
hate for ihe oppressor of our race. For 
my part. .1 cannot imagine a peace giv- 
ing the Germans a ad the Austrians the 
right to come peacefully to trade and 
travel in our country. 


"But let us leave politics. 
I urn a 


soldier, and that is all I want to be 
a izoldier like the youngest of them 
here. Those around me know thai, and 
T think- they return it in devotion and 
affection. Go and see them. 
You will 


behold heroes—those who 
have 
re- 


pelled the enemy, those of Venice who 
have occupied the delta of the Piave. 
They lire, cling- on and 
tight under 


such conditions that one must bow be- 
fore them. 
'. ...inks to them 
Venice 


breathes freely, awaiting the days of 
revenge."
